Tae Loan Bill read a firat time at the last 
meeting of the Legislative Council diffors 
vory materially from the Bill of last session, 
and ambodiea, preaumedly, the final views of 
tho Finance Committee on the subject, Tho 
original Bill provided for a one por cent, 
sinking‘fund, and for the issue of inscribed 
took rs well ws debentures, such inscribed 
atook to run fora period not excedding fifty 
yeara, the dato of redemption to be named at 
the time of the issud of the stock. The new 
Bill provides only for the issue of debentures, 
__and the loan isa 5/20 one, the dabentura: 
being redgamable any time after the expira- 
tion of five years bat not exceeding 
twenty years. The amount of the loan ia 
the eame ns before, £290,000, but the 
sinking fund is now fixed et £7,079 
per annum, as against the £2,000. which 
a& one pér cent. fund would have 
amounted to, As the discussion of this 
subject has been conducted by tho Council 
in private, ie, in the secret Finance Com- 
mittee, we are unaware of the reason which 
hasinduced the'Couacil to reduce the cur.

China is prosuming on her 
former vaguo relations with Koroa, and also on 
rher success with the Dai In Kun, to influence and 
even to coerce Korea into thorough submission 
Jo Chinese anti-Japanvse policy, All thigis peril- 
ous work and sooner or later must compromise 
China, nat only with Japan but aleo with the 
Treaty Powers, so that the actual sitnation of 
affuirs in Korea is dangerous to the maintenance 
of pence, J know that the King regrets the de- 
parture of Herr von Méllendorff, who always gave 
hits sound advice, and His Majesty is at times 
sorely troubled at. his political individuality 
being supplemented by Chinese influence, au- 
thoritatively displaved by the Chinese resident 
political agent at Seoul. Neither China nor 
Japan are sincere in their professions about 
Korea ; each striving to over-reach the other, 
This state of affairs oannat go-on for over. It 
must come to an ond, and the sooner all the sa- 
crat hatred( mutually) of China and Japan over 
Korea bursts forth into action and oven war, the 
better it will be for Korea, and fur tha Treaty 
Powers, who, through a mistaken policy, are 
trying to patoh up all the political differences 
betwoon China and Japan, instead of letting them 
comp to theirnatural solation. It may be looked 
on as certsin that if either Chins or Japan felt 
itself strong enough, one of them wonld seize 
Korea to-morrow—so thot neither China nor 
Japan has the slightest regard for the interests 
of the other powers, who ara being doooired by 
the two Asiatia ampires, The arrival of Mr.

tion that he will by his sound judgment and 
advice assist the King of Kores to assert his in- 
dependent authority, and draw to himself sincare 
frionds, who will strongthon his sovereign posi:

ounvoy or accompany any Opiam in which they 
tnay be intorested into the interior.” 

We must remember that a restriction had 
beon placed upon the exportation of pulse and 
bean cake from the treaty ports of Tnng-ohan 
(Chefoo)and Newchwany by British vessels under 
one of tho Rulos:attached to the Treaty of 1858, 
but Sir Frederick Bruos, tha then British 
Minister ot Poking, secing the injustice which 
was dono to tho British trad, used every andaa-.

last obtained the desired object without any dif-
